Scholars Scale States; 
Previous High Topped 

In a recent bulletin from the Headmaster's Office, it was 
learned that seventy-four seniors have qualified for state scholar¬ 
ships— forty as winners and thirty-four as alternates. With this 
announcement of the New York State Regents results, Prep’s 
scholarship tidal wave rolled to a new peak. 

The performance of the Class of 


’60 in this competition set a new 
school record, topping the previous 
mark set by last year’s seniors of forty 
winners and twenty-two alternates. 
In 1959, fifty percent of the alter¬ 
nates eventually qualified as winners. 
Many of this year’s alternates, there¬ 
fore, are in an excellent position to 
receive similar grants. 

A yearly financial grant becomes 
available to each winner provided he 
attends an approved college within 
New York State. In the test given 
last October, 55,000 high school sen¬ 
iors from 1,200 schools attempted to 
qualify for the 6,000 scholarships 
which were awarded on a geographi¬ 
cal basis. 

The same bulletin brought added 
news that eight Prepmen won coveted 
State Scholarships in Science, Math, 
and Engineering. These eight took 
^ separate examination in applied 
science and math to gain their places 
among the 1,000 winners. Prep’s eight 
winners were: Arthur Krener, Vincent 
M aster son, John McGinley, Gerald 
Neufeld, Richard Tamm, Stephen 
Troy, George Zaher, and Frank 


Debators Win In Jersey; 
Lose Brooklyn Crown

But the 
day was not entirely disappointing — 
the J.V. team of Michael Fleming, 
Richard Hoefling, John Feeney , and 
Richard Barbieri finished first in their 
division with a 5 and 1 record and 
a promise to be back next year. 

Victory in Jersey 

As a successful warm-up for these 
approaching tourneys, the varsity de¬ 
baters, Ed Mullin, Carlos Gonzalez, 
Frank Greene, and Russell Sloun have 
proved a winning combination against 
the top teams in New Jersey. On 
January 30th, the team competed in 
the Redbank Invitational Tournament 
and swept into first place. 

Also in January, Blue Jug Feature 
Editor Ed Mullin chalked up an im¬ 
pressive victory at Chaminade High 
School. The inter-diocesan oratorical 
contest included competition from the 
entire metropolitan area. Ed took sec¬ 
ond place in the Boys’ Extempore 
division. 


Prep itself was host to the Jesuit 
Freshman and Sophomore Tourney 
held on January 9th. Xavier’s first 
topped Prep’s third, but the surprise 
of the day occurred when Frosh John 
McHugh ranked second individually 
in the entire tourney.

Their 
interview with the professional pho¬ 
tographers and a first-hand look at the 
printing processes will make the job 
of meeting three different photogra¬ 
phic deadlines a little easier. 

The down-to-earth knowledge of 
commercial photography has given the 
Camera Club members a head-start 
in preparation for the forthcoming 
Kodak Photography Contest. Prep¬ 
men were introduced to this nation 
wide contest through the display in 
the library last December. Local and 
national recognition will come to the 
winners through the media of news¬ 
papers, magazines, and television. 
High school students throughout the 
United States will get a chance to 
see the winning prints in a folder 
that will tour the country.

“To me, running is a form of self- 
expression; on the track, I can let go 
with everything I have.

FUN —AND A CHALLENGE 

A simple answer is for fun. Even in defeat, the high school athlete still 
loves to play for the sake of the sport itself. However, he could have just 
as much fun playing the sport at home. But to wear the uniform of his school 
team gives a player a thrill he will seldom experience in the future. This 
uniform also symbolizes the fact that he has met a challenge and has 
triumphed where so many others failed. After he turns in his uniform for 
the last time, the high school athlete will have only a varsity letter and 
memories as a reward for his four years of hard work, but, although he won’t 
have much to tell his grandchildren about his playing days, he’ll be happy 
to realize that once he actually played four years of sports for the sheer 
fun of beating the opposition’s brains out; he’ll also remember that even 
though he might have been a second-stringer, he enjoyed every minute of it.

A determined Prep team took to 
the hardwood before a sparse post¬ 
exam crown to meet a confident Rice 
five.

The appearance of 6'9" Ray 
Bently didn’t phase Bill Dockery at 
all as he and his teammates proceeded 
to snatch a majority of the rebounds 
from the Panthers. 

Crunch Kaydets 

The high flying Eagles soared to 
their second straigh: victory by top¬ 
ping Xavier, 59-55. Rangy Bill Dock¬ 
ery and Soph phenom Ed Ryan led 
all scorers with 17 points apiece. 
Richie Ryan and Bill Dreher also 
shone for the Blue and White. 

Prior to this surge, the Eagles had 
suffered a 70-64 defeat at the hands 
of Trinity after successive losses to 
Fordham, Adelphi, and St. Augus¬ 
tine’s. Prep then dropped to its lowest 
est point of the season as Xaverian, 
controlling the defensive boards, 
glided to a 63-51 triumph on their 
home court, extending Prep’s losing 
skein to ten games.

The crash of broken records has been heard in Prep track 
circles as the harriers have begun what could be a successful 
season. Although the team as a whole has been disappointing in 
the city meets and has split four dual meets, a few sparkling 
individual performances have given hope that the squad will 
have formed a well co-ordinated unit before the February 27th 


Garden meet. 

Over the Christmas holidays, Prep’s 
harriers seemed to develop a severe 
case of lead legs as they went down 
to defeat at the hands of Fordham 
and Molloy. Against the Ramlets, 
the team could salvage only the six 
lap relay and the quarter mile, while 
Len Marcel, Denny Rhyne, and Fred 
Bleakley provided the only bright spot 
against Molloy finishing first, second, 
and third in the two hundred eighty 
yard dash. 

Marcel Masterful 

The Eagles avenged their cross 
country loss to Xavier by whipping 
the Maroon and Blue on the boards. 
The varsity crushed the Kaydets in all 
seven running events to rack up in all 
around competition 145 points to the 
Soldiers’ 117. Len Marcel led the 
victory march with firsts in the fifty 
yard and two hundred and twenty 
yard dashes, while first and second in 
the quarter mile went to Mike Venazio 
and Denny Rhyne. 

In the Frosh-Novice City Champ¬ 
ionships, versatile Len Marcel leapt to 
victory in the high jump by clearing 
the bar at 5'6V2". One week later in 
the Hayes games, Soph speedster 
Denny Hurley flew across the finish 
line ahead of all competitors to grab 
a gold medal in the novice one 
hundred yard dash. 

Romano Romps 

Studying for the exams didn’t seem 
to affect Prep’s legmen as they 
swamped Poly Prep, 44-27. Nimble 
Bob Romano tore a page out of the 
school record books as he ripped 
through the sixty yard high hurdles in 
the dazzling time of 8.1 seconds to be 
ranked among the city’s best. XC 
star Stan Bartnikowski used his ex¬ 
perience gained at Van Cortlandt 
Park to bring home the bacon in both 
the mile and half-mile events. 

Six-Lappers Shine 

The Jesuit Relay Championships 
saw another record shattered by the 
harriers as the six lap foursome of 
Venazio, Marcel, Romano, and Bleak- 
ley zipped through the course in 
1:48.5 seconds, lowering the former 
mark by almost four seconds. The 
mile relay team of Stu Milisci, Denny 
Rhyne, Denny Hurley, and Tim Daly 
struggled to a second place finish, but 
when the final scores were accumu¬ 
lated, Prep was a mediocre third 
behind Fordham and Xavier. 


FRESHMAN BASKETBALL
